Agriculture  has  a  tremendous  impact  on  the 
economy  of  Illinois. 

Cash  farm  receipts  account  for  nearly  three  billion 
dollars  while  allied  industries  such  as  processing 
and  packaging  of  food  as  well  as  the  manufacturing 
of  farm  machinery  and  supplies  account  for  nearly 
ten  billion  dollars  worth  of  business  annually. 

Add  to  this  13  billion  dollar  industry  the  facts  that 
Illinois  farm  families  have  over  $17  billion  invested 
in  farm  land,  buildings,  crops,  livestock  and 
machinery  and  that  four  out  of  every  ten  jobs  in  this 
state  are  in  agriculture  or  ag-related  businesses. 

Thus,  it  is  easy  to  see  why  Illinois  is  a  leading 
agricultural  state. 


As  the  nation's  leading 
agricultural  export  state,  Illinois 
is  a  leader  in  the  feeding  of 
people  around  the  world. 

Last  year  we  exported  over 
$758  million  worth  of 
agricultural  commodities. 

Japan,  the  leading  importer  of 
agricultural  products,  received 
about  20%  of  our  exports  of

Director  counted  for  over  $100  million. 
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Efficiency  in  production  means 
that  a  farmer  today  produces 
enough  food  to  feed  himself 
and  45  others. 

With  increased  efficiency 
comes  a  need  for  market 
development  and  product 
promotion  to  meet  the  ever  in¬ 
creasing  demand.  However, 
new  markets  may  dictate  new 
products.

MEAT,  POULTRY  AND  LIVESTOCK 

This  is  the  largest  division  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  State  veterinarians  and  trained  meat 
inspectors,  as  well  as  personnel  in  a 
special  law  enforcement  section  are 
stationed  throughout  the  state  to  provide 
inspection  at  slaughter  houses,  processing 
establishments  and  locker  plants.  The 
division  concentrates  on  eradication  of 
livestock  diseases,  such  as  hog  cholera, 
brucellosis  and  tuberculosis.  Also,  as  part 
of  the  Animal  Health  Bureau,  it  conducts 
pesticide  residue  tests.  The  division  enfor¬ 
ces  the  rabies  law  and  provides 
educational  programs  for  identifying  and 
handling  suspect  animals.

COUNTY  FAIRS 

Administers  the  distribution  of  more  than 
$5.5  million  to  94  county  agricultural  fairs, 
6  expositions  and  the  Chicago- 
Metropolitan  Fair  and  Exposition  Fund  ol 
Cook  County,  along  with  4-H  and 
vocational  agricultural  fairs.  To  improve 
present  facilities,  the  division  also  operates 
a  fairground  rehabilitation  program.  Funds 
for  the  fairs  are  obtained  from  a  tax  on 
parimutuel  betting  at  the  metropolitan 
race  tracks  and  do  not  come  from  regular 
tax  sources.

PLANT  INDUSTRY 

This  division  enforces  state  and  federal 
seed  laws  through  the  sampling,  grading 
and  testing  of  the  seed  for  germination  in 
order  to  protect  the  state's  agricultural 
production  from  poor  quality  or  diseased 
seed.  The  division  administers  the  state's 
noxious  weed  law  and  the  state's  cereal 
leaf  beetle  quarantine.  Other  functions  of 
the  division  include  inspection  of  nur¬ 
series  and  licensing  of  pesticide  spray 
operators. 


APIARY 

This  division  registers  and  inspects  bee 
colonies  to  prevent  the  spread  of  diseases 
in  order  to  maintain  an  adequate  bee 
population  in  the  state.  The  honey  bee  is 
essential  for  the  pollination  of  more  than 
50  crops  in  Illinois.

FEEDS,  FERTILIZERS  AND 

Laboratory  analysis  of  feeds  an 
are  conducted  to  make  certain  that  they 
meet  labeled  specifications.  The  division 
also  annually  checks  all  scales,  from  those 
in  grocery  stores  to  huge  devices  that 
weigh  grain  cars,  to  make  certain  they  are 
accurate.  Other  inspection  includes 
checking  gasoline  pumps  and  other 
metering  devices  for  accuracy.

AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS 

This  division  is  a  cooperative  effort  with 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  to 
provide  agricultural  facts.  The  Illinois  Crop 
Reporting  Service  gathers  millions  of  facts 
annually  and  disseminates  the  information 
to  businessmen  as  well  as  farmers  for 
planning  of  future  production.  Crop  and 
weather  bulletins  providing  thumbnail 
sketches  of  the  progress  and  condition  of 
crops  are  published  weekly  by  this 
division. 


MARKETS 

This  division  aids  in  providing  information 
toward  increased  sales  of  Illinois 
agricultural  products  in  both  domestic 
and  foreign  markets.  The  division 
in  grading  vegetables  and  fruits  as  w 
eggs  and  poultry.

SOIL  AND  WATER  CONSERVATION 

This  division  administers  laws  pertaining 
to  the  98  soil  and  water  conservation 
districts  in  the  state.  Projects  are 
developed  for  farmers  to  keep  pesticides, 
herbicides  and  fertilizers  on  the  land  to 
produce  better  crops  and  to  keep  these 
materials  from  polluting  streams  and  other 
water  supplies.  Besides  technical 
assistance  and  grants-in-aid,  educational 
material  on  conservation  of  soil  and  water 
is  available  to  interested  individuals  and 
organizations. 


GRAIN  INSPECTION 

This  division  grades  and  moisture  tests 
grain  from  throughout  the  state.  Over  500 
million  bushels  of  grain  are  graded  an¬ 
nually.  To  service  the  small  and  remotely 
located  grain  producer,  mobile  grain  in¬ 
spection  units,  operated  by  federally  li¬ 
censed  grain  inspectors,  go  to  the 
producer  for  grading  and  certification.

WAREHOUSES 

This  division  oversees  the  operation  of  all 
warehouses  in  the  state,  as  well  as  publicly 
operated  storage  facilities  for  other  items 
of  personal  property.  Under  its  bonding 
act,  farmers  are  assured  they  will  be  paid 
for  their  grain  and  persons  placing  items  in 
storage  are  guaranteed  that  they  are 
properly  protected.  This  division  works  in 
conjunction  with  the  Illinois  Department 
of  Health  to  protect  consumers  by  preven¬ 
ting  contaminated  foods,  alcholic 
beverages,  cosmetics  and  drugs  from 
being  resold.
